Santiago, Cuba, July 13.— Through 
Lieutenant ot Marines Thomas S. Dor- 
den, who conrersed in French with 
the prisoner, an Intenrtew was ob- 
tained witli Captain Eulate of thp 
Spanish aiuiureti cruiser Vlzcuya. lie 
said: 

"Tha entire squadron was ordered 
to devote the Are of thitr ftins to the 

cruiser Brooklyn, because It was be- 
lieved that she was the only ship In 
the American scniadron that could 
overtake us. When we got out of the 
harbor my ship was second in line 
and I saw Immediately that the flag- 
ship Maria Teresa was getting a ter- 
rible baptism of fire. It v,a?! frightful. 
The Teiaa and the Brooklyn were 
Juit riddling bar and Is It MUantia I 
saw aha was on flre. 

The Town tftS Ofegen were firing 
on the OquiBdO, and as yet I had not 
been badly hit. The Brooklyn was a 
half mile closer to us than any other 
ship, and I determined to try and ram 
her so that tha Colon and Oqucndo 
could get away, and I started for her. 
She was a good mark witli her b\z 
broadside, and as I started I thought 
surely I would get her. but she had 
ayldeiitly aeen i». and very qnlokly 
she turned about and making a short 
circle came at our port side so that 
I thought she would ram us. 

"I moved in toward shore so that I 
could avoid her, and then I saw that 
the Oquendo had gone aahore alao, her 
Bteampipes evidantty Kiting beeh sev- 
ered by a shell. The maneuver of the 
Brooklyn was beautiful. We opened 
a rapid fire at her with all our bis 
guna. bat aha returned It with terrible 
ettiet Vhi <M«siB nlao hit M iiTbral 
times, but the BraokiPA'i broadside 
crashing into our superatructure sim- 
ply terroj^ised the men. 

"We worked all our guna at her at 
one time and I don't sea bow aba es- 
caped us. She simply drove us In to 
shore, at one time fighting us at 1,100 
yards. One shell went alonf? the en- 
tire gun deck, killing half the men on 
it nsd ilpeafndltti n«M>ly nil ti* teat 
A shell from the Oregon hit the iiper- 
structure ani It was then that. Wound- 
ed and knowing we could net get 
away, I struck the flag and started for 
the beach. 

"I did not Instruct the man to load 
the guns and do not know why they 
were loaded. We were on fire badly, 
and When those men who were alive 
started to swim for shore the Cubans 
on shore shot at ua nntll the Ameri- 
can ships arrived and stopped them. 

The Brooklyn prevented rae from get- 
tlnuK away, for I could have beaten 
the Oregon out, as I had a two mile 
lead of her. My orders were to try 
and slaft tha Brooklyn, ind t tried to 
carry them out. I did not think that 
her battery could be so terrible as It 
IMM."

Ai Ex-Maysvillian's Cigar Faeteiy at Mex- 
ico, Mo., Destroyed by Fire.
